Official forecast for St. Louis 


Hearing Conffrms Charge 
He Is ‘Incompetent,’ 
Reported Improperly 
Since Blast. 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 14—- 
James R. Wilson, 71-year-old state 
inspector for Orient Mine No. 2 
at West Frankfort, has been fired 
from the Department of Mines 
and Minerals effective at once, it 
Was announced today. 

Wilson was fired after a special 
hearing confirmed charges by 
State Mine Director Walter Eadie 
that the inspector was “neglectful 
of his duty and incompetent.” 

A methane gas explosion in 
Orient No. 2 last Dec. 21 killed 
119 men and wrecked the huge 
workings. 

The report of the special hear- 
ing, conducted by Michael Greene- 
baum, a member: of the Illinois 
Civil Service Commission, also 
said Wilson did not “properly, or 
truthfully, report conditions ex- 
isting in the mine” since the dis- 
astrous explosion. 

Used Word Despite Bar. 

At the hearing, Wilson admit- 
ted he used only the word “fair” 
to describe conditions at the 
mine four times after being told 
not to use it, unless he made spe- 
cific recommendations for cor- 
recting the conditions. There 
were similar entries in his last 
inspection report prior to the 
Dec. 21 explosion. 

Greenebaum’s report noted 
Wilson’s defense that he had been 
using the term “fair” for 10 years 
without being criticized for it. The 
hearing officer said, however, that 
a strict interpretation of the 
sttautory term “neglectful of duty 
and incompetent,” should be ap- 
plied to a mine inspector, upon 
whom the lives of thousands of 
men depend. 

Greenebaum said Wilson’s re- 
ports indicated the mine was in 
proper condition to resume opera-. 
tion, “whereas the testimony of 
five mine inspectors andthe as- 
sistant director of the department 
shows that this was not the case.” 
The mine re-cpened for produc- 
tion operations June 2. 

Eadie notified Wilson of his 
dismissal by letter yesterday after 
receiving the hearing report. The 
department announced the action 
today. 

_Wilson demanded a hearing as 
provided by state law after Eadie 
wrote him last April 22 request- 
ing his resignation. Wilson's lawe 
yer, William G. Eovaldi of Ben- 
ton, indicated at the hearing that 
‘he would appeal an unfavorable 
finding to the circuit court.

STEEL UNION WILL 
CONTINUE STRIKE 
UNTIL IT 1S WON, 
LEADERS ASSERT 


They Warn There Will Be 
No Retreat — U.S. De- 
lays Lifting Some 
Building Curbs, May 
Tighten Them, 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 14 
(AP)—Union leaders said today 
the CIO’ United Steel Workers 
would continue their strike until 
they won it. Meanwhile in Wash- 
ington the Government postponed 
the lifting of restrictions on the 
use of steel in amusement struc- 
tures, residences, schools and 
highways. It indicated the lid 
might be clamped on even eighter 
if there is no break soon in the 
13-day-old shutdown. 

The union executive board and 
wage policy committee—called in- 
to extraordinary session by Presi- 
dent Philip Murray—issued a 
sharply worded statement after 
hearing Murray review the latest 
developments in the strike of 
650,000 members against most of 
the steel industry. 

The statement said there will 
be no retreat in the union’s stand. 
That calls for a settlement em- 
bodying all recommendations .of 
the Wage Stabilization Board. The 
WSB recommended the industry 
grant steel workers a union shop 
and a substantial wage boost. 

Pledges Help on War Steel. 

The union took cognizance that 
the strike is shutting off vitally 
needed steel for the war in Korea. 
It promised all possible help to 
produce such steel. Union, com- 
pany and government Officials 
now are trying to work out a plan 
to resume production in some 
plants. 

Pointing to the WSB recom- 

mendations, the statement de- 
clared: “We ... believe it to be 
essential that the Congress of the 
United States require steel indus- 
try to manifest its loyalty to our 
country by adherence to the re- 
quirements of our nation by a 
wholesome acceptance of the rec- 
ommendations of the Wage Stabil- 
ization Board.” 
The WSB, in addition to recom- 
mending adoption of a union shop 
in the industry—which provides 
that all workers must belong to 
the union—suggested: a. 
an-hour hike.. The men 
now average about $1.95 an hour, 
including overtime. 

“Tremendous” Profits. 

The union’s policy makers as- 
serted the steel companies have 
been making profits at a “tre- 
mendous rate since the Korean 
war began.”, They declared “the 
industry offered a wage increase 
averaging only 13.3 cents an hour 
over the 18-month period start- 
ing Jan. 1, 1952.” This offer, the 
union said, “is' less than the spi- 
ralling cost of living has eaten 
out of steel workers’ buying pow- 
er since our last wage. adjust- 
ment.” 

In Washington, the National 
Production Authority would nei- 
ther confirm nor deny officially 
that it has decided to postpone 
relaxing steel restrictions. 

The NPA announced May 15 
that on July 1 it would: End its 
bar on erection of amusement 
centers such as theaters, night 
clubs, baseball parks and athletic 
fields; permit use of up to 1500 
pounds of structural steel in new- 
home construction; increase the 
quantity of steel, copper and alu- 
minum permitted for school and 
highway construction; reclassify 
several types of buildings to make 
available greater tonnages of 
structural steel. 

There is, absolutely no indica- 
tion of a resumption of negotia- 
tions which broke off a few days 
ago after they had been started 
up again at the behest of the 
President. 

There is no indication that 
President Truman will take fur- 
ther action immediately,

Magistrate Clyde T. Wilson or- 
dered Marshall’s next hearing in 
a week, at which time he would 
be expected to plead.

Pensioners Eligible for Higher 
Rate Advised to Apply This Year 


Social Security Agency Says They Will Not 
Get Maximum Benefit if No 
Request Is Made. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) — 
Social security headquarters here 
said today people entitled to the 
new; higher social security pen- 
sion effective after July 1 should 
be sure to apply later in the year 
for the maximum due them. 

If they do not apply, it was 
said, they won't get their maxi- 
mum benefit. This is an explana- 
‘tion of the reason: ‘ 


Until Congress changed and 
widened the secial security law in 
the fall of 1950, the highest pen- 
sion anyone could get was $45 a 
month. Congress incréased that 
to around $68.50 for those already 
on pension or going on pension 
ne eta a year and a half 


Job Qualifications. 
But then Congress said people 
going on pension after that time 
could get as much as $80 a month, 
provided they met certain quali- 
fications which can be explained 
this way: 

A. person who worked six quar- 
ters (a quarter is a three-month 
period) in a job covered by social 
security and earned at the rate 
of at least $3600 a year could, 
around July 1, 1952, retire if he 
was 65 and get $80 a month pen- 
sion. For example: 

Jones was nearing 65. He 
worked in a covered job from 
Jan. 1, 1951, to June 28, 1952. He 
earned at least $3600 in 1951 and 
$1800 for the six months in 1952, 
He could quit June 28,:apply for 
social security and get $80 a 
month. 

For about six months after re- 
tiring he would get less than $80 
a month because of a bookkeeping 
problem which causes a lag in 
social security figures. If at the 
end, or near the end, of the six 
months, he asked social security 
for a recomputation of his case, 
then— 

Difference in Lump Sum. 

He would begin getting the full 
$80 a month due him, plus the 
back pension due, him, which 


means: He’d get in a lump sum 
the difference between the $80 
due him since he quit and the 
less-than-$80 which he actually 
received. 

But social security headquarters 
warns that Jones, or anyone, 
would neve: get more than that 
less-than-$80 unless within about 
six months after going on pension 
he asked for a recomputation in 
order to get the $80. 

That's the way it will work out 
for most people, because most 
peoplc’s income is not high: They 
will stay on the job until around 
June 28 to be sure they had full 
$1800 earnings in the first six 
months of 1952. 

In some exceptional cases, a 
man could retire months before 
then and still get $80, provided 
he fully met the qualifications. 
Here is an example given by so- 
cial security headquarters: 

Smith worked all of 1951—get- 
ting credit for four quarters of 
coverage—and in that time earned 
$3600. In 195i he worked the first 
quarter—January, February and 
March—and earned $1800. 

Two Quarters Needed. 

But, although he had earned 
the necessary $1800 in 1952 he 
still did not have the required 
number of quarters. He had only 
one quarter to his credit. He 
needed two. 

So he worked one day in that 
second quarter of 1952—say just 
April 1—and managed to earn $50 
for only one day’s work, then 
quit. Under the law, to get credit 
for a quarter of coverage a man 
must earn at least $50 in that 
quarter. 


So Smith, now having six quar- 
ters of coverage, plus the neces- 
sary earnings, quit April 1 and 
notified social security he wanted 
his pension. He would have start- 
ed drawing it May 1. But he 
would not get the maximum of 
$80 for about six months and 
never would get it unless he asked 
for a recomputation of his case.

Elliott’s State Park Record 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I appreciate the invitation to give ex- 
pression to thoughts I may entertain 
as to the slipshod methods by which 
our state parks are: being and have 
been run. Your support will doubtless 
stimulate many to take a more active 
part in bringing to an end this scanda- 
lous situation. 

You will be interested in my current 
and past efforts to this end. During 
the Christmas legislative recess in 1944, 
while Speaker of the House, I called 
together a group of interested citizens, 
including the late Col. Jacob L. Babler, 
former Republican National Committee- 
man, and for two months, with their 
assistance, worked on the drafting of a 
bill. On Jan. 11, 1945, I introduced 
this bill in collaboratfon with Randall 
Kitt, then floor leader, and Murray 
Thompson, speaker pro tem. 

The bill’s provisions would have tak- 
en the Park Board away from the office 
of Governor and Attorney General and 
established a commission, wholly free 
from politics and providing for merit 
system employes, similar in many re- 
spects to the Conservation Commission. 

a - - 

This bill passed the House March 19, 
1945, by a vote of 102 ayes to one nay, 
and on May 2 passed the Senate by a 
vote of 24 ayes and one nay. On June 
4, 1945, Gov. Donnelly -vetoed this bill. 

On the reconvening of the Legisla- 
ture, in a speech before a joint session 
of the House and Senate at which Gov. 
Donnelly was also present and spoke, I 
outlined a program for the balance of 
the session, again advocating the pas- 
sage or re-passage of this same measure. 
This proved futile because of the active 
opposition of the Governor and Attor- 
ney General. 

In 1949, in a speech before the 
League of Women Voters, and again on 
April 11, 1950, in a speech before the 
Missouri Association for Social Welfare, 
St. Louis division, at the Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial, I vigorously attacked the 
veto as the first attack on the extension 
of the merit system in Missouri and the 
extension of the benefits of the new 
Constitution, stating: 

“The veto of the bill can be measured 
in the subsequent appropriations for 
substantial enlargements of personnel 
without the showing of additional need 
or responsibility. The whole thing is 
hamstrung by political patronage hogs.” 

The widespread support among the 
press and civic bodies was ignored by 
the State Administration. 


Speaking at Fredericktown, last March 
18, I announced the re-organization of 
the State Park Board as one of the 
cardinal planks in our platform, and re- 
peated this in the presence of other 
candidates for the governorship in sub- 
sequent speeches in Wellston, Mary- 
ville, Kansas City, Boonville, Spring- 
field and, as late as May 21, at Steel- 
ville, before the annual council meeting 
of the Missouri League of Women 
Voters. 

It is noted with gratification that 
shortly after this latter speech virtually 
all af the candidates for the governor- 
ship have joined in advocating this nec- 
essary reform. 

It is my sincere hope that all candi- 
dates on both tickets will agree, to the 
end that this will be an issue no longer. 
The facts which have been well publi- 
cized concerning the handling of state 
parks, no longer leave room for a dif- 
ference of opinion over this vital 
matter.

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Europe Holds Back 
There are very definite differences between 
the State Department and European politicians 
on the Western defense program, particularly 
the rearming of West Germany. And it is hard 
to see how anything can be gained by ignoring 


_* them or, in the manner of State Department 


spokesmen, expressing surprise or incredulity 
each time one of these sore points begins to 
throb. 

On Wednesday, for example, the French cabi- 
net instructed Foreign Minister Robert Schuman 
to work for an early conference between the 
Western Powers and the Soviet Union on Ger- 
many. He was told to urge that such a confer- 
ence be held no later than early July, and to 
avoid extended discussions of a complicated 
agenda. The cabinet said that only two points 
need be brought up: 1) the conditions of free 
elections in Germany, and 2) the circumstances 
under which that country could be reunited, 

Two days later, the British Labor Party, 
strengthened by local election successes, issued 
a long foreign policy statement which stressed 
new elections in West Germany before rearma- 
ment of the country begins. 

. s - 


Meanwhile, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer suf- 
fered severe setbacks in his effort to win early 
ratification of the pending contract between 
West Germany and the Western Powers by the 
Bonn parliament. Leaders of his own coalition 
joined with the Socialist opposition in both the 
Bundesrat and the Bundestag, the upper and 
lower chambers, in rejecting his appeal for par- 
tial ratification of the agreement. Full debate 
on all its details was demanded, and parliamen- 
tary leaders said there could be little hope for a 
decision before autumn. 


The chief motive behind this opposition is the 
fear that ratification of the Western defense 
agreement would considerably increase the dan- 
ger of war in Europe. This was said most bluntly 
by Hans Bodensteiner, the leader of the Ba- 
varian branch of the Adenauer coalition. He bit- 
terly assailed Dr. Adenauer’s statement that the 
pact carried no dangers for Germany. Rearma- 
ment, he said, might well induce the Russians 
to start a preventive war. Beyond the fear of 
actual war is the dread that ratification of the 
pact might freeze the present division of Ger- 
many far into the future. .

There is also the fear, more circumspectly ex- 
pressed to avoid offense in Washington, that-the 
forthcoming elections in the United States might 
result in an administration unwilling to fully 
back up the European alliance. All of the Euro- 
pean nations are economically hard pressed. 
Many of their people do not see how they can 
finance a stepped-up arms program without step- 
ped-up American aid. They have long feared that 
a Taft victory would reduce rather than increase 
help from the United States. And now Gen. 
Eisenhower’s talk of a cut of 40 billifons in Amer- 
ican expenditures has caused new alarm. 


Fundamentally, the European fears may be 
groundless. There really is more agreement be- 
tween American political factions on the essen- 
tials of foreign policy than the talk of an elec- 
tion year may indicate. But it is the task of di- 
plomacy to make this clear, and also to put the 
Russian reunification proposals to the test. In- 
stead of giving the impression of seeking to 
avoid discussion, a conference with the Russians 
ought to be welcomed as an opportunity for 
calling their bluff. 


Fruits of the New Deal 


This month brings the fifteenth anniversary 
of Missouri’s unemployment compensation law. 
This was a creation of the New Deal which has 
grown beyond partisan attack and, as a report 
by Boyd F. Carroll indicates, has worked well. 

Unemployment insurance developed as one 
answer to the great depression, when nearly a 
fourth of the nation’s workers had no jobs. The 
program was not only humane, but economically 
realistic. It helped to keep up mass purchasing 
power. It afforded a cushion for the economy 
against a sudden increase of men without money. 

Congress established the program on a basis 
of federal-state co-operation, but left control 
with the states. Since Missouri adopted the idea 
in 1937, it has paid out jobless benefits totaling 
$146,107,183. Yet the insurance reserve fund, 


. built of payroll taxes paid by employers subject 


to the law, has grown to a record $216,686,399. 

This favorable situation allowed the last Legis- 
lature to reduce the tax on employers, and still 
increase the maximum annual insurance benefits 
from $20 a week for 20 weeks to $25 a week for 
24 weeks. Missouri’s average benefits, however, 
still fall somewhat short of the national average. 

But the most interesting thing about the pro- 
gram, perhaps, is the way in which both major 
parties,.and both labor and industry, have come 
to support it and have helped to revise it. It is 
a wise form of insurance. For it reduces an eco- 
nomic loss that is suffered first by the unem- 
ployed, and then by everybody. 
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Who, Will Be Specific? 

Like others in the presidential race, Gov. Earl 
Warren of California is attacking ‘‘centraliza- 
tion” in government. He relates it to corruption. 

This argument ought to be examined because 
it may be a major campaign theme. Nearly 
every prospective presidential candidate in every 
party is against centralization of power. That 
is in the American tradition. But to what 
extent is corruption an inevitable companion 
of centralization? © 

The most serious recent charges of corruption 
have been aimed at the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue. Undoubtedly if these two agencies did not 
exist, or did not exercise so much influence on 
business and personal life, there would be less 
pressure on them and less likelihood of corrup- 
tion. That much is plain. 7 

But in each case, the charges of corruption 
affected not only the central offices in Wash- 
ington but the field offices elsewhere. Some 
of the most serious tax cases, arose in federal 
offices at a local level, as in the case of James 
P. Finnegan of St. Louis. And history shows 
that corrupt officials can pop up anywhere, in 
Washington or Kokomo. 

In fact, when the Revenue Bureau was re- 
organized, the 65 local collectors’ offices were 
abolished in favor of 25 district offices. This 
was done to free the system from local influ- 
ence, patronage and political pressure—for cor- 
ruption can be de-gentralized, too. 

What corruption comes to is a question of 
how properly to administer powers given gov- 
ernment. The system of administration can al- 
ways stand improvement, and various presi- 

- dential candidates will no doubt all promise to 
be better administrators: A 

But the issue of centralization is a little dif- 

ferent. It concerns what powers. should be 
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specific and state just what powers they would 
give to or take away from Washington. 
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A Look at the Riverfront 


A degree of disappointment over the failure 
of Congress to appropriate for the full develop- 
ment of the national monument on the St. Louis 
riverfront is understandable enough. Seventeen 
years have passed since the project was started, 
but the work has been carried little farther than 
the clearing of the land. 

This, however, hardly is a reason for urging— 
as is now done. by -Arthur C. Meyers, former 
Director of Streets and Sewers—that the grand 
design be abandoned altogether. It is, instead, 
a reason for St. Louis to ask itself what needs to 
be done to finish the riverfront park. 

Mr. Meyers urges that the area be turned 
over to housing, parking facilities, a bus termi- 
nal and docks. Whether this suggestion repre-~ 
sents better planning than the original Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial concept certainly 
is open to question. Mr. Meyers may be less 
selfish than those who have suggested stadiums 
and baseball parks for the area, but he has 
advanced no argument against the original plan 
other than that Congress has —so far—not pro- 
vided money for the riverfront development. 

There are, however, some good reasons for 
the congressional attithude. World War II and 
the postwar defense program have not provided 
conditions conducive to the complefion of the 
project. -That is for a time when the nation 
can better spare money for embellishments. 

Meanwhile the area, including the Old Court 
House, is in the custody of the National Parks 
Service. It may be admitted that this custody 
thus far has produced relatively little. Limited 
funds have yielded limited results. Perhaps a 
little more might have ‘been accomplished had a 
little more energy been brought to the project 
—the sort of energy exhibited, for example, by 
Charles E. Peterson while he was project archi- 
tect. After all quite a bit might be done short 
of carrying out the full Saarinen prize design. 

Yet the story is not one of sheer inactivity. 
The Park Service has made a practical contri- 


bution by permitting the city to establish tem- - 


porarily extensive parking facilities on the site. 
And beauty is beginning to be served in some 
small measure by the city’s landscaping enter- 
prises in connection with the Old Court House 
and the Old Cathedral. 

These plantings suggest much more which 
might be done at little cost. For example, lines 
of trees might be planted along all the chief 
roadways of the area, thus tying it into an at- 


‘tractive whole without militating against its 


present uses. Spots can also be found for clumps 
of shrubs and beds of flowers. And a few 
benches might be set out. 

This is the time for giving serious thought to 
such work. Next year will mark the 150theanni- 
versary of the Louisiana Purchase, an event 
which certainly should be observed in St. Louis 
in a significant way. A refurbished riverfront 
could have a big part in such a celebration. 
Considering the devoted work of the late Luther 
Ely Smith and others which culminated in the 
Saarinen prize design, St. Louis surely will not 
chose the eve of an historic event to scuttle its 
grandest dream of municipal] redecoration. 
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Men Count, Not Geography 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor seems to feel 
that his chief recommendation for a seat in the 
United States Senate is the fact that he does not 
come from the St. Louis area—as does Stuart 
Symington, his rival for the Democratic sena- 
torial nomination. 

St. Louis already has a Senator in Thomas 
Hennings Jr., Taylor argues, so the other Mis- 
souri seat ought to go to a man from another 
part of the state. If all other things were equal, 
some consideration might be given to such an 
appeal. In the present instance, however, it can 
carry mighty little weight. ' 

What Missouri wants in Washington is a man 
qualified to represent it—and represent it well. 
The people of the state especially want a man 
through whom Missouri can make its maximum 
contribution to the efficient government of the 
whole nation. Mr. Symington is such a man. His 
top experience in Washington has given him a 
deep insight into national problems, especially 
in the all-important areas of defense and econo- 
my. Surely, this transcends all notions of a geo- 
graphical division. of the spoils.

year went to three St. Louisans and a Dallas . 


geologist. The others, we believe, will be glad to 
join in according a special place to Dr. Evarts A.

All of 
which makes genial Bob Taft less 
genial and reduces the Republican 
chances of turning those Demo- 
crats. out of the White House.

Social Action Issue Expected to Raise Con- 
troversy — 1000 Delegates Going to 
Claremont, Calif.

The General Countil of Con- 
gregational Christian churches 
will be held at Pomona College, 
Claremont, Calif., June 18 through 
June 25. Many delegates and vis- 
itors from St. Louis will attend 
and some already are on the way. 
More than 1000 delegates from 
48 states are expected. 

Like the Methodist Church, 
which met at San Francisco a 
month ago, Congregationalists 
face a convention fight over their 
Council for Social Action. In both 
denominations there is a large 
group of pastors and laymen who 
want their church to disown the 
social action agency. The Meth- 
odfst General Conference adopted 
a resolution asking the Methodist 
Federation for Social Action to 
drop “Methodist” from its name 
and to move out of the denom- 
ination’s New York headquarters. 

There is a difference, however, 
in the status of the two church 
agencies. The Methodist Feder- 
ation is independent of any church 
control, whereas the Congrega- 
tional council is part of the gen- 
eral council structure and is sup- 
ported out ‘of general church 
funds. 

The Congregational C.S.A. has 
been uhder criticism for three 
years. There is a national group 
that calls itself the “Committee 
Opposing Congregational Political 
Action.” Its headquarters are at 
Minneapolis, Minn.; F. A. Bean 
of Minneapolis is chairman, and 
Congressman Walter Judd is a 
member. He is a former Congre- 


gational medical missionary to 
China.«This group has distributed 
widely its printed matter attack-* 
ing C.S.A. 

The Rev. Dr. Ray Gibbons, New 
York, is executive secretary of 


C.S. A. 


St. Louis supporters of C. S. A. 
said this week that they did not 
believe the General Council would 
throw out C.S.A., but they 
agreed this would be the most 
controversial question before the 
assembly. 

The General Council is not ex- 
pected to take any action toward 
the proposed merger of Congre- 
gational Christian churches with 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. An Appeals Court in 
New York on April 14 reversed 
a decision given two years ago 
by New York State Supreme 
Court Justice Meier Steinbrink 
barring a merger of the two bod- 
ies. Cadman Memorial Church, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., which brought 
the suit against the merger, has 
announced that it will carry the 
case higher.

KOJE ISLAND, Korea, June 14 | 
(UP)—American guards seized 102 
ringleaders of Communist rebel- 
lion today on the information of 
a pint-sized Korean prisoner, con- 
demned to death by a “kangaroo 
court,” who fled through the 
barbed wire of a new compound. 

His back ripped and bleeding 
from his scramble through the 
wire, the “finger man” went back 
with American officers and in a 
dramatic showdown pointed out | 
the 15 Reds who had ordered his 
death. 

Another 273 prisoners seized 
the chance to declare themselves 
anti-Communists and were taken 
away to separate quarters. 

The seizure of the anti-Com- 
munists highlighted a day in 
which prisoners three times tested 
the new authority of Brig. Gen. 
Haydon L. Boatner and were sub- 
dued with tear gas grenades 
hurled by Allied guards. 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
Eighth Army commander, com- 
mended Boatner today for the 
“highly effiicent” manner in which 
he has restored order among the 
island’s 80,000 prisoners since he 
took command a month ago.

WASHINGTON, June 14 fAP) 
— Four retail food distributor 
trade groups, claiming to repre- 
sent about 125,000 stores, asked 
the Government yesterday to sus- 
pend immediately price controls 
on 233 food products. 

The petition to the Office of 
Price Stabilization covered most 
major food items now under ceil- 
ings except for fresh red meats, 
butter, fluid milk and baked 
goods, including bread. 

The petition was filed with OPS 
Director Ellis Arnajl by the Na- 
itona Association of Retail Gro- 
cers, the Super Market Institute, 
the National Association of Food 
Chains and the Co-operative Food 
Distributors of America. 

“We can see no justifiable rea- 
son for continuation of price con- 
trols over any of these listed food 
items,” their letter said. 

The list was broken down into 
two categories: 64 food items in 
general consumption and a list of 
169 more items which the trade 
groups classed as luxury foods 
not important to the cost of 
living. 

OPS officials said the agencv 
believes it would be a mistake at 
this time to abandon ceilings on 
the 64 important items named by

Farmers and other land owners 
asserted at St. Charles and at 
Hermann that the narrowing and 
stabilization of the river’s navi- 
gation channel] has had the effect 
of making floods higher and more 
frequent. This was based 


recent years, during which work 
on the nine-foot navigation chan- 
nel has been pushed. 
other side were advocates of the 
navigation and the flood control 
work of the Army Engineers. 
Both sides were agreed they 
wanted quick action to stop the 
devastating floods. 
Centralized Agency. 

The unexpected call for a cen- 
tralized regional agency came 
from the Lower Missouri River 
Flood Control Association, 
ganized last September. Its views 
were based on actions of a meet- 
ing it held at Hermann last Mon- 
day. They were presented by its 
president, Joseph T. Davis, for- 
mer St. Louis lawyer, now a farm- 
er at Labadie, Mo. 

Davis, who was a Democratic 
eandidate for United States Sena- 
tor in 1938, told the Post-Dis- 
patch his organization represented 
the views of several hundred per- 
sons from St. Charles and Frank- 
lin counties and five other east- 
ern Missouri counties. It Was 
plain that a substantial majority 
of the audience of about 75 per- 
sons at the commission’s Hermann 
hearing backed Davis. 

Davis told the commission his 
organization favored concentrated 
basin development work under 
one authority. He referred par- 
ticularly to the activities of the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau 
of Reclamation and said the pres- 
ent situation resulted in “divided 
control, sponsored by pressure 
groups or a powerful lobby rep- 
resenting selfish groups of con- 
tractors, ship builders, large ship- 
pers and public utilities.” 

He objected that the Agricul- 
ture Department’s soil conserva- 
tion work “has no voice in the 

present plan.” He also charged 
that the lack of power on the part 
of the present voluntary co-ordi- 
nating group, the Missouri Basin 
Interagency Commission, “places 
the entire voice, management and 
control in the hands of the Army 
Engineers and Bureau of Recla- 
mation,” 
Unified Control. 

“The Missouri river basin, for 
flood control, needs executive and 
engineering management,” he 
said, “‘and such management must 
be more or less local and in con- 
tact with Missouri river necessi- 
ties to prevent floods. Missouri 
river flood control needs a single, 
unified management and control.” 

Davis related that his associa- 
tion favors a congressionally cre- 
ated commission with full powers 
for planning and development in 
the basin. He recommended that 
it consist of one member from 
each of the 10 states in the basin, 
ehosen by the respective states, 
representatives of the Army Engi- 
neers, Reclamation Bureau and 
Soil Conservation Service, and 
two public members named by the 
President. One of these public 
members would be executive di- 
rector, the other vice executive 
director. 

Russell Ruegge of New Haven. 
president of the Franklin County 
Farmers’ Association, which has 
more than 3000 members, told the 
survey commission that his or- 
ganization, affiliated with the big 
Missouri Farmers’ Association, 
wants “a new government cor- 
poration created to deal with 
flood control and other problems 
in the Missouri basin.” He said it 
should include a representative 
from each basin state on its 
board. He joined in the charge 
that the navigation channel caused 
more and higher floods. ; 

H. J. Meyer, a farmer at Rhine- 
land, complained that 95 per cent 
of persons at Army Engineers’ 
hearings on the navigation plan 
objected to it but the engineers

ROUND IN FIGHT

Republican National Com- 


mittee Returns Contests 


to 4 Southern States for 


Disposition.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
Eleven contests over Republican 
convention delegates in the south 
—a prime factor in the Taft- 
Eisenhower struggle for the G.O. 
P. presidential] nomination—have 
been checked back to the states. 

The 11 involve delegates elect- 
ed from districts within states. 
Eight other contests over dele- 
gates chosen at large were ac- 
cepted for hearing at the July 7 
convention in Chicago. 


The party’s nationa: commit- 
tee, acting yesterday for the first 
time in the dispute, thus upheld 
backers of Ohio’s Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft. They point to a con- 
vention rule requiring such dis- 
position of contests and say it 
should be strictly followed. 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
forces are against this, saying all 
delegate contests should go be- 
fore the convention. Only yester- 
day, they served notice their fight 
will continue. 


Protest by Senator Lodge. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
of Massachusetts, an Eisenhower 
leader, protested against today’s 
meeting of the Louisiana state 
committee at Shreveport. He said 
it was an effort to legalize “rump 
delegates” for Taft, and added: 
“They will never get away with 
— 

At Shreveport, G.O.P. national 
committeeman John E. Jackson, 
a Taft backer, said Lodge was 
“repeating the words of Louisian- 
fans who don’t know what they 
are talking about.” 


Mrs. Charles P. Howard of 
Reading, Mass., national commit- 
tee and convention secretary, re- 
turned the district delegate con- 
tests to the states. These include 
seven in Louisiana, one in Georgia, 
one in Mississippi and two in Vir- 
ginia. 

At-large delegate contests ac- 
cepted included four each from 
Louisiana and Mississippi. 

No Action on Texas Fight. 

No action was taken in the case 
of Texas. Taft. and Eisenhower 
slates of 38 delegates each have 
been formally filed from there. 
The secretary must decide under 
the rules whether a contest over 
all 38 or just the six at-large will 
be heard by the national commit- 
tee. 

Eisenhower leaders say all 38 
Texas delegates were chosen at 
large, but Taft forces disagree. 


To-the-letter application of the | 
eontest rule would be a boon to 
Taft campaigners, who dominate 
most state organizations involved. 
At stake are 17 delegates in 
Georgia, 15 in Louisiana, five in 
Mississippi and the 38 in Texas. 
The regulation requires settlement 
of district delegate contests by 
state conventions or committees, 
at-large delegate contests by the 
national convention. 

Hot Exchange by Two Camps. 

Meanwhile, Lodge and a couple 
of Taft rooters swapped hot words 
about arrangements for the con- 
vention. 

Lodge denounced Walter S. Hal- 
lanan of West Virginia as “intem- 
perate and abusive” and called on 
him to resign as temporary chair- 
man of the convention. 

That came in Lodge’s second 
blast. Earlier he had told a press 
conference of “rumors . that 
Mr. Hallanan will not recognize 
the Eisenhower spokesmen (at the 
convention) and that microphones 
will not work when I want to use 
them.” 

To this, 


Hallanan retorted by 
telegraph: ‘You. are obviously 
having a political nightmare.” 
Hallanan said he was unanimous- 
ly elected by the arrangements 
committee which included some 
Eisenhower supporters. He ac- 
cused Lodge of being a “spoiled 
political child.” 

Representative B. Carroll Reece 
of Tennessee, Taft’s southern 
manager, said “confusion in the 
Eisenhower high command ...

ATTEMPT T0 POISON BEY 
LEADS TO STRIKE IN TUNIS 


TUNIS, June 14 ‘AP)—A gen- 
eral strike developed spontaneous- 
ly in the Arab quarters of Tunis 
today as word spread an attempt 
had been made to poison mem- 
bers of the ruling Bey’s family. 

The strike apparently began as 
a protest-and to show solidarity 
with the 70-year-old chieftain, 
Sidi Mohammed Al-Almin. The 
poison attempt was discovered 
last night at his summer palace 
in nearby Carthage. Authorita- 
tive sources said Prince Chadley, 
son and political secretary of the 
Bey, found white powder sprin- 
kled on soup being prepared for 
dinner. An investigation showed 
the powder was poison.

En route to Detroit, Eisenhower 
had discussed formal speech ma- 
terial with Kevin McCann of De- 
fiance, O., who was a civilian aid 
to Eisenhow er in Eurape and with 
Stanley High, onetime speech 
writer in the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration amd now a roving editor 
for Readers’ Digest, and with Ar- 
thur Vandenberg Jr.. son of the 
late Republican Senator from 
Michigan. 


Eisenhower told one of his in- 
timates that as a soldier he has 
had to have a wide interest in do- 
mestic and international affairs— 
but that did not mean “specific 
knowledge on everything that 
comes along.”

The Venezuelan government 
announced last night that it had 
severed relations with Moscow.

Two Russians, Nikolai Yagous- 
chevy and his wife, Alexandra, ar- 
rived Saturday from Mexico City. 
They said they were domestic 
servants at the Soviet embassy 
but their special passports listed 
them as couriers. 

While the two Russians were in

Venezuela protested to Moscow 
charging the two diplomats with

The Venezuelan action left Uru- 
guay and Argentina as the only 
South.

The Soviet Union broke diplo- 
matic relations with Cuba when 
Fulgencio Batista seized power 
earlier this year. 


BLACKHAWK CAFE 
IN CHICAGO CLEARED 
IN HORSE MEAT CASE 


CHICAGO, June 14 (AP)—The 
nationally known Blackhawk Res- 
taurant was found not guilty yes- 
terday of violating the city’s 
horse meat ordinance. 

The city had charged that 
health department tests of meat 
showed that a ground meat sam- 
ple taken from the Loop restau- 
rant Jan. 26 was found to be 
horse meat. 

A municipal court jury found 
the Blackhawk and its vice presi- 
dent, Donald Roth, not guilty. 
The city said it would appeal. 

Owen McDonnell, health de- 
partment inspector, testified he 
failed to leave part of a meat 
sample with the restaurant and 
also failed to label samples for 
the health department and the 
Blackhawk. He said this was be- 
cause of the rush to press the 
city’s investigation into the horse 
meat scandal. 

A laboratory director testified 
for the defense that tests showed 
the meat from which the sample 
piece was taken was not horse 
meat. 
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FINNS PAY $142,127 
MORE ON U.S. DEBT, 
$120,995 IS INTEREST 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—Finland, the only country which 
has never defaulted on debts to 
the United States for aid in the 
period just after World War I, 
has made another payment: $142,- 
127.18. 

The Treasury said yesterday 
that $120,995 on the sum was for 
interest and $21,132.18 went to re- 
duce the debt, originally about 
$8,400,000, to a present $7,442,- 
304.54. 

The United States, under a 1949 
act of Congress, tries to reward 
Finland for its record of faithful 
payments. It spends all the money 
received from Finland to buy 
technical equipment for Finnish 
schools, to provide education and 
training for Finns coming here 
and for aiding United States citi- 
zens in carrying out academic and 
scientific enterprises in Finland.

Reassuring a Child 


By Angelo Patri 


ECENTLY I read the account written by a doctor of his 
R exserience while undergoing an operation in a hospital. 

His mind was fairly clear; he felt distress more in terms 
of fear and anxiety than of actual pain, though there was 
some of that too. 

What interested me most in his story was his statement 
that what brought him the greatest comfort, what assured 
him, gave him peace, was the touch of the nurse’s hand on 
his brow, her nearness as she helped the surgeons. 

My experience with children parallels this. A tired little 
child is eased, rested and comforted at once when his mother 
lifts him to her lap and cradles him in her arms, singing 
to him as she rocks him gently. 


THE AILING one is ~~ comforted by his moth- 
er’s presence, her hand on his forehead, her familiar loving 
voice in his ear. No stranger, however efficient in his serv- 
ice, however well intentioned, can take the mother’s place in 
the child’s mind, nor have the same soothing, strengthening 
influence upon him in time of trouble. 

Of course, we want to teach a child to be self-helpfyl, 
éfficient and all that, but we do not want. to ignore one of 
his basic needs, a demonstration of love, of helpful power 
in those he loves and who love him best. When a small 
child learning to walk falls as he will, we call encouragingly, 
“Up-see-daisy, that’s the boy,” in hope he will get up and 
try again on his own power. We wait in that hope and ex- 
pectation, but if the fall hurt him enough to discourage and 
frighten him, we lift him, comfort him, and send him back 
to try again, supported in spirit as well as body.

OF COURSE we want a child to lie in his crib and sleep, 
but if he cries and keeps crying we lift him, hold him a few 
minutes, let him feel strong arms and loving hands about 
him until he gains sufficient strength to go alone again. 

There is no one set rule to follow in the rearing of chil- 
dren, We are concerned here with mind, and mind is infinite 
in quality and degree and variety, a mystery to the wisest. 
We who advise about the upbringing of children know that, 
but must deal always in broad generalities that may be mis- 
leading if taken too narrowly. There are always ifs and may- 
bes where children are in question and only by knowing the 
child one is dealing with can we approach his situation with 
any degree of assurance. : 

But there is one idea I feel safe in accenting: Little chil- 
dren, and every other human being, need the close, loving, 
personal touch of those whom they love and who love them. 
It would be a mistake to withhold that comforting, strength- 
ening expression of devotion.

Contract 
Bridge

UPPOSE you deal yourself this 
S hand: 


Presumably, you open with one 
club. After next hand’s pass, 
partner responds with one dia- 
mond. Next opponent passes, and 
(again presumably) you make the 
proper rebid of one heart. With 
no interference from' the enemy, 
partner raises you to two hearts. 


What do you say at your next 
turn? Do you pass, satisfied with 
a two-heart contract, or do you 
continue? If the latter, what do 
you bid? Make your decision now, 
before reading further, 

If you are in the same class as 
the player who sat South in the 
deal shown below, you will have 
decided that, though far from a 
powerhouse, your hand is worth 
a try for game. True, you have 
onlystwo queens over an average 
holding, as far.as honors go, and 
you have no fit with partner’s 
diamond bid, but neither of these 
factors is conclusive. Since part- 
ner has raised what he must 
know to be a four-card suit, he 
obviously has four hearts, and 
your spade strength figures to be 
very important. Now let’s look at 
the complete deal: 

South, dealer 

North-South vulnerable 
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When you carry North’s two- 
heart bid to three hearts, which 
of course is the only proper game- 
urging measure, North is delight- 
ed to accept your invitation. Even 
his jack of clubs figures to have 
some value, and North doesn’t 
much care whether you have the 
king of spades or\the king of dia- 
monds—either one will fit his 
holding. In any case, at rubber 
bridge it would be absurd for him 
to “hang” at three hearts, so he 
bids four hearts. 


You may require ordinary pru- 
dence in the play—for example, 
it is a good idea to lead the club 
jack from.dummy and let it ride, 
since you can well afford the loss 
of a club trick—but with the to- 
be-expected 3-2 break of the miss- 
ing trumps, there should be no 
real difficulty in bringing home 
the four-heart contract.

If, how- 
ever, we are considering quality, 
there is no doubt that the banana 
qualifies best when. it is, you 
might say, in competition with 
strawberries and other fresh 
small fruit. 
Naturally,’ being a _ tropical 
fryit, the banana does not care 
too much for cold weather. It 
objects almost as much to a high 
temperature for a long period. As 
it is necessarily picked before it 
is ripened, it must be transported 
under controlled temperatures. 
When the “hands” reach the mar- 
ket, they are slightly unripe, and 
this is a good time to select your 
fruit. It will finish even better 
in the home and can be put on 
the menu when the skin begins to 
be flecked with brown but has 
still not darkened materially. 
That is the time we like to eat 
the banana out of hand, or slice 
it and serve it with cream or 
custard, 

For baking, the fruit is per- 
haps better before it has reached 
the above stage, as the tempera- 
ture of the oven is practically a 
shortcut to ripening. Baking 
should not continue too long. A 
rice ring with shrimps and ba- 
nanas, and a curry sauce is an 
interesting combination with an 
Oriental touch. 

For some other purposes when 
recipes call for mashing the fruit, 
we choose bananas at the well- 
ripened stage. They then give 
just the right touch of flavor to 
the Banana Chiffon Cake, the 
recipe for which is given today. 


As the batter fills a 10-inch tube 
pan and rises to a height, there 
will be 16 to 20 servings, plenty 
for a party or for use as a dessert 
on several occasions. 


Bananas Singapore. ‘ 


Four firm bananas, peeled; two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
melted; three cups cooked rice, 
one pound cooked shrimps, curry 
sauce. 

Halve bananas, place in shallow 
easserole and brush with butter 
or margarine. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees F.) about 15 
minutes until tender. Turn out 
rice ring on serving plate, and ar- 
range hot bananas and hot shrimp 
around ring. Fill center with cure 
ry sauce. Serve extra sauce, if de- 
sired. Yield: Four to six servings. 


Curry Sauce. 


Six tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, six tablespoons flour, two 
teaspoons curry powder, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, two and one-half cups 
chicken consomme or chicken 
stock. 

Melt butter or margarine in a 
saucepan, Add flour, curry pow- 
der, salt and pepper, and stir un- 
til smooth. Add consomme or 
stock slowly and cook, stirring 
constantly until sauce is’ smooth 
and thickened. Yield: About three 
cups sauce. 

Note: Two chicken bouillon 
cubes, dissolved in two and one- 
half cups boiling water, may be 
used in place of chicken consom- 
me or stock. If bouillon cubes 
are used, omit salt. If a stronger 
curry flavor is desired, increase 
the amount of curry powder.
